Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As noted above, Applicant has amended 
claims30 and 45-48 to include the limitation of "wherein the frit consists essentially of a single frit" to claims 30 and 45-48. This is a 
negative limitation that is not supported. Even if the limitation were supported it would not be enough to overcome the rejection under 
McGraw. Applicant has directed the limitation to a frit that consists essentially of a single frit. This is what lower frit of McGraw is - a 
single frit. As to the limitation of "directly" that has been added to claims, the Examiner notes that this appears to be an attempt to define 
the vial based on its intended use with another device - a cartridge hole. 
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
